In the northern 
area, trout taken as incidental to 
other species in certain reservoirs 
may be retained, as for instance, 
Lake Millerton. Bass Lake also 
remains open for all species in- 
eluding trout and night fishing 
is permitted here. 


While Pine Flat remains open 
to fishing, any trout taken must 
be released except during the gen- 
eral summer trout season. a 


The fish and game commission 
will soon be holding meetings to 
hear recommendations and sug- 
gestions for changes in the angl- 
ing regulations for 1957.
